ceived covering about 82, r>00,000 more. 
What the financial outcome may be oi 
course, I do not know. It is probable, 
however, that a considerable portion 
of the balance—930,000,000—will be ex- 
tended. It will be no hardship for the 
treiutnry to be called upon to pay those 
not extended. In fact, such payment 
will odd by the amount paM to the 
money in the hands of the people. By 
tho extension we succeed in preventing 
a decrease of national bank notes, and 
in fact have so far increase.! this circu- 
lation nearly 5,000,000, The outlook is 
that considerable more of an increase 
will be effected, 


"I am not finding any fault with the 


action of thrc banks, as might be Infer- 
red from a recent press dispatch. I 
saw Mr. Sherman at Mansfield. I al- 
ways flnd.lt profitable to dlsouas treas- 
ury matters with him. I do not recall 
a single disagreement... between us. 
The statement telegraphed from Mans- 
field Is pure romance. While there is 
less money in the treasury than for 
many years past, It is in a 
com- 


fortable 
condition. 
Because 
of 


less money in the treasury It fallows 
that more money than over before Is in 
the hands of tho people, thus facilita- 
ting tho conduct of the business of the 
country. We are on a gold basis, and 
there is no occasion for" alarm as to tho 
ability of the government to maintain 
this condition. The secretary has am- 
ple power to maintain or Increase the 
present reserve of gold. I may add 
that Mr. Sherman fully agrees with ma 
regarding tho legal power of the secre- 
tary as above expressed. I da not see 
any occasion for" the exercise of this 
power, but I do not" hesitate to say 
should the 'occasion arise I shall not 
falltousoit" 


South 'American Ksws.
